A TNA Ii OF CALAMITIES, 
'•The year 1889 will go down into his­ 
tory as an nnprecidented season of 
tterms, Hood and disaster in the United 
States.” This is aniteu that has taken 
wings and is goiDg the rounds of the 
United States press. 
There is maoh in 
it that demands consideration.and that 
bas led to investigation. Bat this coun­ 
try is not the only one that has seen 
the visitation of dire calamities. The 
reports to the daily papers since the first 
of January show that so far this year 
there have been more disasters all over 
the world than ever before known in six 
mouths of any year. Take those that 
have been published rn the Chicago 
Tribune and the reader will have a fair 
idea of the destruction that has beeu 
wrought by the elements and accidents : 
Daring the month of January there 
were fifteen marine disasters, involving 
a loss of 1G5 lives, included among them 
being the steamer Fans C. Brown, which 
went down in the Mississippi river, cost­ 
ing the loss of ll lives. Daring the 
same month a cyclone swept through 
Pennsylvania, killing GO persons, and 51 
lost their lives by mining disasters in 
the old 
world.

month 
20 persons lost their lives by a railroad 
disaster in Belgium, ten by a wmd-storm 
in Nebraska, 23 by the terrible hotel fire 
in Hertford, Conn., 200 by an earth­ 
quake in Costa Fica, 13 by a cyclone in 
Georgia, and ll by a poweiful explosion 
in Wilkes barre, Pa. In March the ma­ 
rine losses further increased to 351, the 
number being swelled by the IIG sailors 
of the German and American war vessels 
who were drowned daring the hurricane 
at the Bemoan Islands. 
In April and May 225 lives were lost 
by marine accidents; then came the May 
fioods with their terrible story of de­ 
struction. 
In the Conemaugh valley 
nearly 5,C00 persons perished end SIO - 
000,000 worth of property was destroyed • 
The work of destruction did not end with 
the month, for in Ju te disastrous Hoods 
swept through tho valleys of the Susque ­ 
hanna, the Potomac, and tho J un lets, as 
well as through other sections of Weet 
Virginia, Virginia, Maryland, Penneyl.

The month was characterized by a fright­ 
ful series of disasters. 
Thirty persons 
were killed by an acoideut on the Penn­ 
sylvania road at Latrobe; 70 by a railroad 
disaster at Armagh, Ireland; 1,200 by a 
fire in China; IO by a falling market 
building in Mexico; 70 by a mine disas­ 
ter in Austria; and 70 by a cyclone in 
Cuba. July well keeps up the record 
with railroad, mine, aid storm disasters. 
Altogether during the first six months of 
the year nearly 15,009 lives were lost in 
disasters of all kinds. Besides the loss of 
property involved in these disasters fire 
bas swept away property amounting to 
over $70,000,000 in value in the United 
States. The 
loss 
in 
conflagrations 
amounting to 3100,000 or over each for 
the six months is $11,619,000 as compar­ 
ed with $17,170,09 for the whole of last 
year.

London*, ^uly 13.—Upon the resumption 
of tho session of the Parnell commission 
Sir Charles Russell of counsel for tho I’ur- 
nellites asked Mr. Sonnies, tho solicitor for

Mr. Soames was then recalled. He testi­ 
fied that he had not mado out a list of tho 
payments made to tho witnesses. He could 
not tell when ho had first corresponded 
with Lo Caron. 
There was no definite a r­ 
rangem ent as to how tho witness should 
pay him. 
Mr. McDonald, manager of the 
Times, said it was understood that Lo 
Caron would be provided for. He had lost 
his employment in the government service 
and as long as it was needed ho was to re­ 
ceive assistance. 
Mr. Houston, secretary of tho Loyal and 
Patriotic union, w as then recalled and re­ 
examined. 
Ho testified that Lord Stall- 
bridgo first mentioned Pigott to him as a 
useful w itness.

C a ir o , July 1 3 .—The dervish prisoners 
arriving at Assouan aro terribly emaci­ 
ated, having Buffered greatly from hunger 
and thirst. Among them are many women 
and boys. 
An Italian woman, Mar Ie ta 
Cavapalo, says she was brought from Kor- 
dofan by Nad-el-Jumi. 
Thoro wore five 
nuns and two priests still alive a t K har­ 
toum. 
Tho dervishes left Dongola with 
8,000 men and six guns. 
Nad-el-Jumi 
hoped to reach Bimbau without fighting. 
On the march many died and deserted, 
while many others were killed. 
Col. 
Wodehouse estimates tho dervish killed 
and wounded at 2,500. 
Tho government is forming grain depots 
along the Nile for the purpose of support­ 
ing fugitives who are fleeing before the 
advance of the dervishes. 
Many tribal 
sheiks are tendering their services to tho 
government. 
L o n d o n , July J3 —Nine hundred and 
fifty members of tho Connaught rangers 
have been sent to Malta to replace troops 
who have been dispatched to Egypt. Four 
regiments stationed a t Aldershot have 
been ordered to hold themselves in readi­ 
ness to proceed to the front in Egypt at a 
moment’s notice.

There wore 50,391 males and 20,950 
females, or 71,344 immigrants all told, 
who arrived during January, February,

year, as against 
87,201 in tho first quarter of 1888. 
Of 
this year’s immigrants 9,09(1 woro from 
England, 4,467 from Ireland, 2,234 from 
Scotland, and 92 from Wales. 
From Ger­ 
many there woro 13,532; from Russia, 
4,679; from Austria, 6,340; from Italy, 
8,163; from Sweden aud Norway, 8,759; 
from Switzerland, 1,617; from Franco, 
1,055, and from the rest. of Europe, 2,764. 
Thoro were 1,134 from tho West Indies, 
66 from South America, 6 from Central 
America; from Asia, 216; from Africa, 
24; Australia, 190; tho Hawaiian islands, 
246, and from other islands 8.

C hica g o, July 13.—Tao application for 
a writ of habeas corpus in behalf of John 
F. Beggs has been denied by Judge Horton 
after a spirited debate between tho law­ 
yers on the legal points at issue. 
The 
attorneys for Beggs say they will carry 
the case to the Supreme court. 
Judge Horton gave up tho day to the 
hearing of arguments. 
Beggs was in court 
throughout the entire proceedings. 
His 
bearing was calmly cheerful, and he did 
not look like a man on tho brink of a con­ 
fession. 
Judge Horton, in giving his decision, 
said: 
“ I have been first impressed by tho fact 
that no affidavits have accompanied tho 
motion; and neither is it a verified motion. 
There is no statement from tho defendant 
save the mere formal one by tho defond­ 
ant’s counsel. 
Is it not necessary that tho 
motion should show such a stato of facts 
that if submitted to a petit jury they 
would fix tho grade of tho offense? The 
counsel docs not claim there is no presump­ 
tion of guilt in tho indictment, and it 
seems to mo that something more than the 
formal application of nttorneys ought to 
accompany it. 
“ Tho petition avers that tho defendant 
is innocent, and that tho grand jury dbl 
not indict him on propor evidence; but 
nothing additional to tho statement is 
offered. 
Counsel on both sides have a r­ 
gued this caso on tho basis of murder, tho 
defonso claiming that their client is inno­ 
cent. 
If innocent, tho prisoner ought not 
to l>o required to givo bail, while if ho lie 
guilty he is not entitled to bail. I overrule 
tho application for tho w rit.” 
Mr. Beggs was remanded to jail.
